T h e warning is ample, and if precautions are taken to 


protect the public, those in authority cannot escape responsiblity for any 


disasters that follow ”

it a personal matter to urge that a d on to protect the people of this c o m ­ 


munity from a serious danger be ordered.

The 
oft repeated statement that low dives 
and drinking places develop in tile 
vicinity of military posts because of 
the abolition of the liquor selling in 
the canteen fi disproved o n the au­ 
thority of such officers as Col. Ray 
of Kentucky and Major Nave of Cali­ 
fornia and by the honest investigator^ 
of the real condition. 
The reports of 
those who stand at the head of tile 
several bureaus connected with 
the 
war department do not contain any 
evidence to indicate that the present 
law produces bad results.” 
In speaking of the various measures 
for the control of the liquor traffic, 
Mrs. Stevens said: 
“The Gothenbcrg, 
State 
Control, 
disinterested management of the liq­ 
uor traffic, and the 
dispensary, are 
dangerous forms of 
licence. 
This 
fact is so well understood by all tem­ 
perance experts that it is not neces­ 
sary to do more at this time than to 
briefly review the rise, progress and 
fall of the dispensary system in South 
I Carolina—the one state in which is 
adopted the plan as a state measure. 
When the dispensary system was in­ 
troduced in South Carolina thirteen 
years ago. it had the favor of some 
of the best temperance people of the 
state-—but they soon saw their mis­ 
take. 
Counties which had been under 
prohibition had the dispensary thrust 
upon them, for it was a state measure 
and must cover the whole state.
